f The Telegi'aph System. 

In Mb published 'address to UieEloc- 
tors of the District of Victoria, Mr. 
Nathan says thatho will urge upon tho 
Dominion Government tho advisabihty 
of comieofcing tho present telegraph 
.i^stem of British Ooltuubia "with that 
of the Eas6?5fn'!Pf6Trih"oos. The reader 
■will probably bO' award tiiat tele- 
graphic communication between tho 
Atlantic Provinces nnd Fort Gar- 
ly is oxpcctod to bo coniplotcd 
boforo tho end of tho prcsoni 
year. It is likewise Icno-wn ilial iliorc 
exists on the jMainland of British Co- 
lumbia a telegraph liaoexioiulingfrom 
Biu-rard Inlet to Cariboo, and that this 
lino belongs to, and is maintained by, 
the Dominion. It is furtliormoro 
known that the only telograpliie con- 
nection existing between Vancouver 
Island nnd the Mainland is through Uni- 
ted States Teri iiory, and by means of 
a Kubmariuo cablewliichhasnotiiroved 
to bo particidai'ly reliable. It has boon 
repeatedly pointed out in this journ.il 
that telegraphic communication lie- 
twoen the Provincial Capital and the 
Mainland shoukl bo had throughout 
onr own torritoiy, by means of a Hue 
from hero to Nunaijuo, and thouco by 
Buhmarine cable across the Gulf, con- 
necting with the existing lino atBurrard 
Inlet. Indeed, a resolution, introduced 
by tho Member for Nanaimo, was passed 
last session, recommending that tho 
Federal Government sliould be moved 
to tho construction of such a line. It 
would ajjpear to bo of no littlo impor- 
tauco that a Province bo far sepai'ated 
from tho Federal Capital should enjoy 
direct telegraphic connuunication there- 
with, and it mil very likely be discover- 
ed fi'om retiirnsnelt ses^sion that tlie 
amounts now paid for dispatches jiass- 
iug through a foreign couidry would 
go a considerable way towards main- 
taining a line tiirongh our own temtoiy . 
As has l)ecn seen, the links necessary 
in order to complete telegraphic com- 
municfiitioh "between Victoria and Ot- 
tawa are only two in number and 
not very great in extent. It v,-ill 
scarcely ])0 neccasaiy to observe that 
the construction of the principal link, 
that connecting tho present telegraphic 
system of British Oohunbia ^\^th that 
now in.oouxse of completion to Mani- 
toba, is becoming a necessity in conse- 
quence of the railway uudertakiugs, 
and cannot be long delayed on that ac- 
count. It will also be proper to remark 
that cogent reasons of a local nature 
might bo urged in favor of tho second 
link, that connecting the Island with 
the Mainland. It is surely 'iinportant 
that tho means of holding constant 
coramunic'iition between the seat of the 
Provincial Government and the !Main- 
land shoidd be provided, and it is 
greatly to bo preferred that such com- 
munication should not Inivo to i)ass 
through a foreign countiy. It is also 
highly important tliat Icdc^i-apliic com- 
niunic;ation sliould exist between Vic- 
toria and Nanaimo. Tho largo ship- 
ping and other-interests of the l&tter 
port moke it a necessity. Wo have 
tho best authority for saying that the 
nature of tl le c;ros.si ng Ijctwecu ^l'aIlaim() 
and Purrard Inlet is liighly fuvorable 
to submarine connnunication; and we 
bi lievo that wo shall not bo betraying 
confidence in stating that the establish- 
of sucii' a line of communication has 
already been officially recommended 
to tho Dominion Government.

Snobbery in the Bth Lancers. 

Tho caso of Lieutenaufc Tribe, of tho 
9th Lancera (tlio i'lrst officer gazetted 
to tho rogimont since the abolition of 
purohaso), continues to bo one of 
thoso Hcaiidald tho existoiice of Avhich 
IB oxtroinely discreditable to somebody. 
This young gentleman, the son of a. 
liigh official in India, is in his 
twenty-second year. Ho ia an excellent 
claasic, and liiB mental attniiiraont are 
superior to tho generality of young 
men of his ago, whilo luu profca.sional 
qualifications liavo been subjected to 
very severe tests. Charges of apparent- 
ly a frivolous nature wero prefen-ed 
against liini inimcdiaialy after lie join- 
ed tho regiment, and ■\v«ro mado tho 
subject of a lengtheiiod iuquiiy.
